Vietnamese Penetrate Viet Cong Hornet’s 
Nest, Touching Off Big Gun Battle 


SAIGON, 
South 
Viet 
Nam 
(AP) 
— 
South 
Vietnamese 
troops roving Go Cong Province 
35 m iles southwest of Saigon in 
the Mekong Delta penetrated a 
Viet Cong hornets' nest today 
and touched off a big gun fight. 
The reinforced multibattalion­ 
sized government units appar­ 
ently pierced the outposts of an 
old Viet Cong stronghold and 
w ere lashed by 50*;aliber ma­ 
chine gun and 57mm recoilless 
rifle 
fire. A 
U. S. m ilitary 
spokesm an, reporting the out­ 
break, said the fire was heavy 
and was continuing through the 
afternoon. 
R eports reaching Saigon indi­ 
cated the government troops 
probably flushed a main Viet 
Cong battalion, one of the veter­ 


an hard-core outfits which has 
been in the field a longtim e. 
This is the kind of Viet Cong 
force that has plagued and bat­ 
tered government troops and 
U*>. M arines for more than 
three days 350 m iles to the north 
in the paddy fields inland from 
the South China Sea coast. 
M arines, continuing the battle 
with troops from shore bases 
and from the c a rrie r Valley 
Forge, had rough going under 
heavy attack Friday night but 
reported today that the Viet 
Cong were evading an open con­ 
frontation with the m ultibattal- 
ion A m ericans.

Tex. (AP)—A fter a night of fit­ 
ful sleep in a cold, tumbling 
spacecraft, the Gemini 7 pilots 
flew on courageously today to­ 
ward a world space endurance 
record and the historic rendez­ 
vous w ith another orbiting ship. 
The tem perature in the cabin 
dropped 20 degrees during the 
night, astronaut Frank Borina, 
reported. 
Borman had taken off his 
spacesuit and was flying in his 
underw ear when the sharp drop 
cam e. He pui on two lightweight 
flight suits, his own and that of 
his co-pilot, Jam es A ,Lovell, to 
protect him self from the cold. 
Asked lf he had put on the 
suits before the start of the 
night's sleep period, Borman 
said he did it during the tim e 
reserved for sleep. 
S “ Did 
the 
tumbling of the 
spacecraft have anything to do 
with your lack of sleep?" the 
astronaut was asked. 
“ N o," he replied. “ We didn't 
know we were tumbling until 
we woke up." 
The pilots stopped the end- 
over-end tumbling of the space­ 
craft by use of their attitude 
control jets. 
M ission control experts theo­ 
rized the tumbling was caused 
by expulsion outside the cabin 
of condensed water from the 
spacesuit cooling system s. This 
would exert an influence on the 
ship's 
movements much like 
that of the attitude control jets. 
The tumbling then led to the 
tem perature drop, because the 
sun's rays at tim es were strik ­ 
ing are a s of the spacecraft 
which did not absorb the heat. 
Bearded and slightly hoarse, 
but still rem arkably good-na­ 
tured, A ir Force L t. Col. Bor­ 
man and Navy Cm dr. Lovell 
were scheduled <:o roach the 
mid-point of their long flight 
about 11:15 a.m . 
Gemini 7 entered its 103rd 
orbit at 9:47 a.m . 
Sunday is the big day. Gem! i 
7 breaks the w orld's space en­ 
durance record, and the United 
States makes its adventurous 
attem pt to have two spacecraft 
rendezvous and fly formation in 
space, 
perhaps 
only inches 
ap a rt. 
Nothing appeared to stand in 
the way of a 9;54 a.m . blastoff 
of Gemini 6 from Cape Kenne­ 
dy, F la., Sunday. 
Launch team s busily readied 
the mighty Titan 2 rocket that 
will boost astronauts W alter M* 
S chirra J r . a Navy captain, and 
Thomas 
P. Stafford, an A ir 
Force m ajor, 
onto a 100,000- 
m ile chase after Gemini 7. 
Enough fuel to boll out 430,- 
OOO pounds of thrust will 
be 
pumped into the towering launch 
venicle tonight. 
Hopefully, 
at 
3:26 p.m ., 
th e re 'll a rriv e the big moment 
of m eeting, some fond waves 
between the two team s of astro ­ 
nauts, a picture taking session, 
and then the formation flight. 
Some 6 V2 hours later the two 
crew s go their separate ways. 
Nasal stuffiness suffered by 
both astronauts in the IOO per 
cent oxygen atm osphere they 
breathe seem ed to be w orse, D r. 
C harles B erry, the flight's med­ 
ical d irecto r, said, 
So B erry prescribed a lotion 
c a rrie d aboard the craft to re ­ 
lieve the dryness in their noses. 


However, the 
astronauts' 
doctor said he did not see any­ 
thing m edically, including the 
nasal 
congestion, that would 
prevent 
Borman and Lovell 
from completing their 14-day 
flight. 


Splasndown for Gemini 7 is 
scheduled after 329 hours, 30 
m inutes in space Dec. 18.

AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) — P resi­ 
dent Johnson has launched an 
effort to convince the Commu­ 
nists he is willing to curb new 
“ Great Society" program s to 
finance the war in Viet Nam. 
This was a followup to John­ 
son's public warning Thursday 
that he will order “ other hard 
ste p s" in Viet Nam lf ail pros­ 
pects for peace prove futile. 
Hanoi, Peking and Moscow, 
however, w ere not the only ta r­ 
gets of disclosures Friday that 
civilian program s — even those 
Johnson pushed through Con­ 
g ress this year — will be cur­ 
tailed because of spiraling cost* 
of the Viet Nam w ar. 
Obviously, 
Johnson 
wanted 
Am erican voters — and the 
Congress m em bers who voted 
for the new program s — to be 
prepared for em ergency cur­ 
tailm ents should peace appeals 
fail. 
A procession of top officials 
paraded 
before 
newsmen at 
Wiiite 
House 
p ress 
head­ 
quarters here, after conferring 
with Johnson at his ranch home. 
All either said their Spalding 
plans w ere being cut below 
current levels o r, at best, that 
they couldn't say or w ere fight­ 
ing to preserve their program s. 
In this adm inistration, offi­ 
ce rs of Cabinet level do not nor­ 
mally volunteer such revela­ 
tions 
without 
a presidential 
OKay. And when the cnief execu­ 
tive gives such authorization 
more than a month before the 
new budget goes to Congress, he 
has a motive. 
The clear meaning was that 
Johnson 
wants 
everyone to 
know — here and in the Com­ 
munist capitals — that the Unit­ 
ed States means business in 
Viet Nam. 
Secretary of Defense Robert 
S. McNamara, peraaps signifi­ 
cantly, announced .he only big 
budget authorization disclosed 
during the day: plans for a long- 
range $1.75-billion program to 
replace 
aging B52 and B58 
bom bers by 1971 with a new 
FBI 11—a modified version of 
the controversial TFX fighter 
plane. Then came other offi­ 
cials, several hours la te r. 
Secretary of Commerce John 
T . Connor announced his de­ 
partm ent's budget for the fiscal 
year starting nex< July I would 
fall short of the current level of 
m ore titan $ 1.2 billion. 
Secretary of A griculture Or ■ 
Ville L , Freem an followed Con­ 
nor to the podium and said his 
budget, currently program m ed 
at nearly $6.9 billion, will be 
“ significantly le s s " next year— 
“ quite a bit le s s ." 
Sources close to Johnson have 
said spending in the current fis­ 
cal year, which ends June 30, 
will run to $105 billion to $107 
billion — com pared with a Jan­ 
uary estim ate of $99.7 billion. 
The Increase is mainly due to 
Viet Nam.

NEW DELHI, India (AP) — A 
group of Am erican senators has 
told India's leaders they must 
lib eralize their attitude toward 
foreign investm ents and private 
capital if they hope to fight their 
way to a self-sufficient econo­ 
my. 


The response to this posture 
by top officials has varied from 
Ice cold to moderately w arm , 
rep o rt the senators. But most of 
the 
group, 
headed 
by 
Sen. 
Wayne M orse, D-Ore., say they 
a re optim istic over the future of 
the private sector of India's 
economy. 


“ Speaking for m yself,” said 
Sen. Vance Hartke, D-Ind., in 
an interview, “ we tried to make 
clear to the people in India that 
they have a vital interest in the 
development of tileir own econo­ 
my. 
“ We told them that as much 
as the United States is in terest­ 
ed in helping India in its food 
shortages, we a re a1 so interest­ 
ed in diem developing their p ri­ 
vate sector so that they can one 
day contribute to the economy 
of the w orld." 
Hartke said India's concern 
should not be onl^ to attain ag­ 
ricultural 
self sufficiency but 


Indians also should try to be­ 
come a contributing partner in 
world trade. 


O thers 
in 
the delegation, 
which 
spent 
the 
past week 
meeting with Prim e M inister 
Lai Bahadur Shastri and other 
officials commented on 
the 
talks, but asked that 
their 
nam es not be used. 


Since independence in 1947, 
India has em barked upon the 
development of a dem ocratic- 
socialist governm ent. 
Strong 
leftist forces have opposed what 
little private enterprise has 
been allowed to rem ain.

INYESTIG \TlON—OR PILLORY? 
There is no question that Congress has a right 
to call before it the P'ederal Reserve Board to 
explain its controversial decision raising the na­ 
tion’s basic interest rate from 4 to 4 1/2 per 
cent. That decision will have a far-reaching 
impact upon the economy, and the Senate-House 
economic committee has a duty to keep itself 
and help keep the country informed as to why it 
was made. 
Should the investigation trigger a public de­ 
bate on the merits of the “new economics’’— 
which produced a 1.8 per cent rise in the cost 
of living last year—we all might benefit. 
The American people need, we think, greater 
understanding of the latent dangers as well as 
the highly publicized advantages of a policy of 
annually goosing the economy with a whopping 
deficit. 
But the wording of the invitation to the Board 
and Chairman William McChesney Martin in­ 
dicates this is not at all what Committee Chair­ 
man Wright Patman has in mind. 
Mr. Martin will be called first, he said, to 
“find out who is in charge in this country’’ and 
to determine if the board thinks it has a right 
to “defy** the President. 
If what Wright Patman has in mind is pil- 
loring and discrediting the board and Mr. 
Martin—whose resignation he has often de­ 
manded—then his investigation and hearings 
will be a net loss to the country. 
The independence of the Federal Reserve and 
Mr. Martin, and the latter’s courage in doing 
his duty despite tremendous pressure, are na­ 
tional assets. 
Mr. Johnson and his loyal hands up on the 
Hill already have absolute control over the 
budget. Should they dominate also the Reserve 
Board, and the monetary policy of the United 
States, we may be sure no economic decision 
„.wpuld be made without a careful assessment of 
its impact on the political fortunes of the Demo­ 
cratic party. 
This is the kind of concentrated political power 
over the economy which should not rest in any 
individual or party hands, Republican or Demo­ 
cratic.

Recent studies of economists indicate that a 
large metropolitan trade center may be an 
asset to the nearby small city. 
In fact, the merchant in the small city may 
take more business away from metropolitan 
competitors than he loses. The result is largely 
dependent upon the ability of the local mer­ 
chant to use his natural advantages. 
The community merchant which operates in the 
shadow of a large city has resources which 
his competitor cannot top. Such as: 
(a) Nearly everyone in a small city will give 
local retailers a chance to satisfy his needs 
before he looks elsewhere. 
(b) Other things being equal, it is more con­ 
venient and less expensive to buy at home than 
elsewhere. 
(c) The consumer is fully aware that he can 
hold the local retailer accountable for faulty 
goods and unsatisfactory service. He feels 
less confident about his influence in dealing 
with large and distant stores. 
(d) Perhaps most important, the community 
newspaper provides an advertising medium 
which reaches more people at less cost than 
any medium available to metropolitan retail 
advertisers. In the typical situation, it costs 
a metropolitan retailer ten times as much to 
contact a potential consumer in an out-lying 
city than it does the local merchant. 
The local retailer who does not make full 
use of his advantages in advertising and pro­ 
motion sacrifices his own business and the 
vitality of his whole community.

Under a United States supreme court ruling 
Missouri must redistrict so that every legis­ 
lator in both houses of the state general as­ 
sembly represents approximately the same 
number of persons. 
We don’t approve of this ruling but that is 
beside the point. 
The opinion has become the law of the land 
and the chance of getting any relief from 
Congress—permitting the historic one house 
on population and one on area or some other 
basis of selecting legislators—is remote. 
In January Missourians will be given the 


' 
opportunity to vote on the lesser of two evils 
as they work their way out of the dilemma 
the supreme court ruling has created for 
them. 
Some of the less populous counties of Missouri, 
which have had their own representative in 
the legislature, now are going to have to share 
their legislator with other counties. This, of 
course, means that he may not be a resident 
of the county joining forces with another county 
or counties. 
No, we don’t like it. The historic balance 
between urban and rural interests has been 
destroyed by a Supreme Court decision to 
legislate a new order. The system that has 
stood the test of time so well both in state 
government and federal government now is being 
denied to the states. But this is beside the point. 
The choice is not whether the house of the 
Missouri legislature will be reapportioned. 
That has been decided. At issue is how its 
membership will be redistricted. 
The choice is whether the job will be done 
by a bipartisan commission representing the 
people or by the federal courts on a slide rule, 
computerized basis. 
Those who favor the former approach—and 
we do—should make up their minds now to 
vote yes on the constitutional amendment to be 
submitted in January. 
This will be according to the plan advocated 
by Gov. Warren E. Hearnes and which finally 
won agreement in the legislature. 
Voting yes will mean that representatives 
can be retained in rural areas. 
Voting no may mean that all representatives 
will be chosen at large with no assurance that 
rural interests will be represented in the state 
legislature at all. If all representative can­ 
didates run at large those with the greatest 
number of votes will win and the ballot will 
be almost as long as an interstate highway to 
St. 
Louis. 
Obviously candidates from the 
metropolitan areas would be favored to win 
in such an election. 
It is better to have some representation than 
none. And that is the choice unhappily that 
Missourians now have.

No person is forced to accept 
any job or to live in any partic­ 
ular area. Each may choose his 
own vocation.

Every Individual 
in 
our nation has freedom of ac­ 
tion so long as he does not 
infringe upon the rights and 
freedoms of someone else. In 
addition, the First Amendment 
to the Constitution guarantees 
Congress shall make no law 
abridging the four freedoms 
of speech, press, assembly, 
or petition. 
We have said that our free­ 
doms are the reasons for our 
greatness as a nation. The trag­ 
ic fact is that these freedoms 
are being threatened by the 
growing tendency to look to gov- 
erment 
for cradle-to-grave 
security'. 
Over the past 30 years, gov­ 
ernment has entered more and 
more areas of our lives.

Washington Merry - Go - Round

WASHINGTON — To prevent 
another disaster at sea like the 
recent Yarmouth Castle fire, 
the Coast Guard is taking a 
sharper look at the old, for- 
eign-flag ships which pick up 
passengers in Florida for win­ 
ter cruises in the Caribbean. 
Most of these ships — includ­ 
ing the Yarmouth, Florida, Vi­ 
king Princess, Bahama Star, 
and Adriadne — are creaky, 
old vessels filled with com­ 
bustible 
bulkheads and fur­ 
nishings. 
John Smith, Jr., former pres­ 
ident of the Caribbean Cruise 
lines, has admitted that one 
ship was built in 1914. Though 
it has been remodeled and mocW 
ernized, this old hulk still oper­ 
ates out of Miami. 
The Coast Guard is also keep­ 
ing a weather eye on a few old 
American ships 
which are 
loaded with inflammable ma­ 
terial. 
All these American ships meet 
the minimum safety standards 
set by the Coast Guard. How­ 
ever, the Coast Guard has only 
limited authority over ships 
flying the flags of nations that 
have signed the 1948 or 1960 
Safety of Life At Sea Conven­ 
tions. 
They must adhere to 
international standards which 
aren’t as strict as American 
standards. 
For example, Mexico was not a 
signatory in 1961 when one of 
its cruise ships, the S. S. Aca­ 
pulco, sought to operate out of 
U. S. ports. The Coast Guard, 
after an inspection, refused to 
certify it, so the first cruise 
in December 1961 was can­ 
celed. 
Mexico promptly signed the 
International 
Convention, 
whereupon the Coast Guard was 
obliged to grant the S. S. Aca­ 
pulco a certificate as a for­ 
eign passenger vessel. 
TRANSFERS TO FOREIGN 
FLAGS 
Most of the cruise ships now 
operating out of Florida are 
foreign - flag vessels and there­ 
fore don’t have to comply with 
the stricter American regula­ 
tions. Built in America, the 
owners registered them under 


Panamanian or Liberian flags 
in order to avoid U. S. safety 
regulations and higher wage 
scales. 
The Coast Guard had received 
many ominous complaints about 
the ill-fated Yarmouth Castle 
before she finally burst into 
flames and went down in the 
Bahamas at a cost of 89 lives. 
Here’s what the record shows. 
In 1964, the Coast Guard tem­ 
porarily revoked the Yarmouth 
Castle’s certificate, thus pro­ 
hibiting her from picking up 
passengers in U. S. ports, be­ 
cause the crew wasn’t proper­ 
ly trained for fire and life boat 
drills. 
The ship ran out of water, 
ran short of fuel, and operated 
15 hours behind schedule on 
each of four sailings for Carib­ 
bean cruise lines. 
Passengers repeatedly com­ 
plained 
about 
conditions on 
board the Yarmouth Castle, in­ 
cluding the fact that the roof 
leaked when it rained, dumping 
water into the main lounge. 
Late in 1964, the machinery 
finally broke down, and 
the 
ship was laid up several weeks 
for repairs. 
This led California congress­ 
man William Mailliard, rank­ 
ing Republican on the House 
Merchant Marine Committee, 
to comment last August; “ The 
Yarmouth Castle is certainly 
a 
shining example of a ship 
that was not in proper condi­ 
tion to engage in cruise trade.” 
This was less than two months 
before the tragic fire at sea. 
Actually, most foreign - flag 
ships which call at U. S. ports 
don’t 
meet the 190 different 
safety standards agreed upon 
under the 1960 Safety of Life 
at Sea Convention. However, 
ships already built and operat­ 
ing may be certified under new 
rules on the basis of less rigid 
standards.

These ships do meet the 1948 
safety standards. But having 
been built before 1965, they do 
not have to meet the 1960 safety 
standards. 


CASTRO AND NARCOTICS 
Sen. George Smathers, D-Fla., 
has scheduled hearings into Cu­ 
ban dope smuggling after Con­ 
gress convenes. He is quietly 
investigating reports that Dic­ 
tator Castro has encouraged 
Cuban gangsters to smuggle 
dope into the United States and 
that this is behind the alarming 
increase in the cocaine 
and 
marijuana traffic which 
had 
been brought almost to a com­ 
plete halt before Castro’s take­ 
over in Cuba. 
Sen. Smathers claims that with 
Castro’s 
connivance, 
Cuban 
gangsters 
revived 
the dope 
trade, using Cuba as their base 
and expanding their operations 
to other Latin-A mer lean coun­ 
tries, particularly Mexico. Last 
year cocaine seizures in this 
country tripled, almost 
all 
traced to Cuban sources. 
Castro has repeatedly refused 
to cooperate with International 
Narcotics Control, but is said 
to have actually collaborated 
with the smugglers, Two Amer­ 
ican 
racketeers, 
Smathers 
claims, were released from a 
Cuban prison in order to line 
up underworld contacts in the 
United States.

building of a far-flung campaign 
machine which will reach into 
every “CORE” city in the land. 
It will invoke the modernity of 
the space age by building an 
intricate 
electronic 
data 
processing system in the huge 
population complexes of the in­ 
dustrial cities. And it will reach 
back into the high button gas­ 
light era with a breadbasket 
technique in the shanty towns of 
the South’s Negro communities. 
For the *66 election it will 
shift to the cities and 
the 
immediate suburban areas be­ 
cause it believes that "probe, 
bly the most significant political 
development in the past two 
years and the one with the most 
far • reaching significance for 
the future is the reapportion­ 
ment of State Legislatures . . . 
In 
political 
terms, 
it 
strengthens the representation 
of trade union members resi­ 
dent in the CORE cities. . . It 
also makes for perhaps 
the 
largest challenge to the political 
organization talents of the labor 
movement in 
the increased 
suburban strength.” 
In many states this will mean 
the development of COPE city 
election machinery where none 
now exists. 
For the “ monumental task of 
locating, registering and 
in­ 
forming 
membership resident 
in the suburbs,” COPE plans 
to use a computer technology. 
Its chiefs here are searching 
out the national union leaders 
and requesting “ print-outs” of 
electronic tapes listing 
the 
entire national membership. 
if not on special tape, COPE 
wants a duplicate set of punched 
cards giving the union’s mem­ 
bership by states. Positive se­ 


curity is promised. Hie lists 
will be guarded as they are 
used by “each of the 50 state 
COPE organizations.” 
Such electronic data proces­ 
sing campaigning, however, will 
not be of much help in the five 
Southern states which swung to 
Barry Coldwater in *64.Labor*s 
strategists say their problem 
there is acute. They admit that

COPE literature 
was 
“ violently rejected” by union 
members at plant gates and 
that many “union officials lent 
their names to labor commit­ 
tees for Coldwater.” 
To offset this sentiment 
in 
some Southern sectors, COPE’s 
energetic director Al Barkan 
and his colleague Roy Reuther 
are pushing for heavy Negro 
registration.

signed up last year. The push 
now is on to quadruple that. 
As for the Southwest, there 
COPE will push for extension 
of the “coalition of Labor, 
Negroes, Latin - Americans 
and Liberals” which it says has 
been so successful in Tescts.

No Changes In 
Cross Compliance 


BENTON — In response to 
inquiries regarding 
cross - 
compliance under various crop 
acreage programs, the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture has 
recently announced that it in­ 
tends to make no basic changes 
for 1966 In cross - compliance 
features of farm programs. New 
farm programs will be effective 
under the Food and Agriculture 
Act of 1965. 
Roy Proctor, Jr., Chairman, 
Scott County Agricultural Sta- 
Service Committee, today an­ 
nounced how cross-compliance 
will operate under the 1966 
wheat program. 
To be eligible for program 
benefits, wheat producers will 
meet the wheat diversion pro­ 
visions of the program, 
will 
plant within allotments 
for 
other crops — such as cotton, 
tobacco, rice, and peanuts — on 
the participating farm, plant 
within wheat allotments on all 
other farms in which they have 
an interest in the wheat crop, 
and otherwise meet provisions 
of the wheat program, 
They will not have to stay with­ 
in their feed grain base acre­ 
age unless wheat is being sub­ 
stituted for feed grains, 
in 
which case they will participate 
in both wheat and feed grain 
programs 
on the participating 
farm and stay within the wheat 
acreage allotments and feed 
grain base acreages on 
any 
other farms in which 
they 
have an interest in the crop. 
A wheat farmer who partici­ 
pates in the newly authorized 
cropland adjustment program 
will need to keep within any 
crop acreage allotment 
or 
permitted acreage on that farm 
or any other farm in which he 
has an 
interest, 
and he will 
maintain in conserving use the 
normal conserving acreage plus 
that diverted under the cropland 
adjustment and other program s.

medicine staff members. 
The 
advisory 
committee, 
Leavitt stated, 
believes can­ 
cellation of the tests Is in the 
interest of the 
state's swine 
industry. 
Swine dysentary is highly in­ 
fectious. Any animal, which is 
infected, necomes a carrier of 
the disease. 
Because of this 
boars at the testing station will 
be castrated, 
fed out as bar­ 
rows, and marketed, 
Leavitt 
stated. 
Although the disease cannot 
be cured, it can be controlled 
by using arsenic and Tylocine. 
The source of swine dysentary 
is not definitely known. 
It 
could have been carried In on 
the shoes of a breeder, 
by 
truck, by birds or Insects, In 
spite of all precautionary m ea­ 
sures. 
Leavitt pointed out 
that be­ 
cause of the outbreak, Per - 
formance tested boar sales set 
for February and March will not 
be held. 
University of Missouri veter­ 
inarians 
said the organisms 
causing the disease will not 
live long outside 
the swine’s 
body, usually less than 30 days. 
After a 30-day 
period, it is 
safe to bring hogs back to the 
prem ises.

Bootheel Beat 
GreenhouseCrops 
May Ease Pinch 


By MAX STURM 
With Southeast M issouri's an­ 
nual revenue from cotton ex­ 
a c te d to decline sharply next 
year and quite possibly in the 
years ahead due to the cutbacks 
in production called for in the 
federal farm program, interest 
is directed to new crops that 
might fill the gap. 
First, it 
appears that 
the 
Bootheel's 
dream of taking up 
the slack with sugar beets is 
years away — mainly because 
the region cannot acquire a fed­ 
eral acreage quota, which would 
support a refining plant in the 
region. It seems that the Uni­ 
ted States has to take care of 
several foreign countries by 
providing them with a market 
for their sugar. 
If part of their quota were taken 
away from them and given to 
American farm ers like those in 
the 
Missouri 
Bootheel, that 
would Induce 
poverty in those 
countries and that would be bad. 
You figure It out, I can't. Any­ 
way, while it has been proved 
that sugar beets of excellent 
refining quality can be grown 
as a profitable crop in the Boot­ 
heel, term ers, here 
are not 
permitted to do it. No quota, 
so forget sugar beets. 
So what else is new? Well, 
for one thing there is 
Tom 
Madden who operates 
a farm 
northeast 
of Kennett. While 
he plants the usual run of crops 
Ids claim to fame is his side­ 
line of cotton geese, from 25,- 
000 to 30,000 which he leases 
and sells to farm ers In small 
.flocks for use in weeding cot-, 
ton. 
Everybody 
in 
the Bootheel 
knows that geese are excellent 
for controlling weeds, induct 
ing Johnson grass, in cotton. 
They seem to relish everything 
but the young cotton plants. 
Where 
Madden 
acquired his 
fame was in springing 
this 
farm project on network tele­ 
vision panel shows, one of which 
was "What’s My Line?" viewed 
by millions. Everywhere except 
in cotton country people don't 
know 
about using geese 
as 
cotton hoe hands, so it is in­ 
teresting to them. 
That, however, isn't the point 
in this report. Madden is now 
trying out something new. That 
is raising tomatoes and lettuce 
in a greenhouse. 
In September he constructed a 
35 x 180 ft. greenhouse with 
the framework covered with a 
double layer of clear plastic, 
about car seat cover weight. 
This took the place of glass. 
The two layers have a dead 
airspace between which pro­ 
vides the required 
insulation 
for controlling the temperature 
in the building. The plastic 
covering has considerable hall 
resistance but the outside lay­ 
e r must be replaced each year. 
The material isn't expensive, 
so no large problem is involved. 
The 
house 
has three elec­ 
trically powered and gas fired 
units for controlling the tem­ 
perature 
and humidity auto­ 
matically. 
It 
covers 
one- 
seventh of an acre and the soil 
must 
be scientifically 
fer­ 
tilized and insecticides used as 
needed. 
Madden has 
3,000 tomato 
plants growing in the building 
and already is picking ripe fruit 
from them. Full grown, 
they 
will reach a height of around 
20 feet, he said, held up 
on 
strings attached to an over- 
tiead framework. He also said 
that production is expected to 
run from IO to 25 pounds 
of 
tomatoes per vine, and mul­ 
tiplying that 
by 3000 vines, 
the production is expected to 
run from 30,000 
to 75,000 
pounds per crop. 
Now hold the phone a minute 
right here. I checked with my 
food market operator this week 
about the price of tomatoes. 
He said the current wholesale 
price of a good grad*' of to­ 
mato is 35 cents a pound. Thus 


Madden's tomato project could 
produce a gross of from $10,-- 
500 to $26,500 per crop. 
He 
says you can get two crops x. 
tomatoes plus three crops 
of 
lettuce per year from his type 
of greenhouse and automated 
operation. 
He 
expects 
to package the 
produce under his own brand 
name and try to 
market 
it 
through food markets in 
the 
region, so one of these days 
we Bootheelers may be making 
our salads with Madden's De­ 
licious Tomatoes and Madden’s 
Crisp Lettuce. 


A very progressive step has 
been taken in the Bootheel on 
the m atter of establishing one 
or more junior colleges in the 
region. The current movement 
is now in the hands of school 
administrators in counties in­ 
terested in the project. 
This column, as well as other 
.Citizens, has for many months, 
on occasion, viewed with alarm 
the lack of higher education 
facilities in the Bootheel, es­ 
pecially of a vocational 
type 
to train high school graduates, 
who cannot or who do not wish 
*to go on to the regular es-- 
tablished colleges and univer­ 
sities offering academic sub­ 
jects. This sizeable number of 
youngsters are principally in­ 
terested in learning 
a voca­ 
tion so they can acquire well 
paying employment. Many are 
not liberal airts material. 
It is now possible to establish 
junior colleges, which offer a 
number of such vocational sub­ 
jects 
as well as 
academic. 
There is considerable state and 
federal aid for such schools, 
which would lower the cost to 
the students and also the prop­ 
erty owners 
who would 
be 
required to establish and main­ 
tain the schools with a tax levy, 
much like high school districts 
are partly supported. This is 
provided for in the Missouri 
Junior College Act, passed sev­ 
eral years ago and under which 
several 
junior 
colleges have 
been established in the state. 
Currently, a commission made 
up of high school superinten­ 
dents from around eight to nine 
counties is to work with the 
state agency dealing with junior 
colleges to find out the real 
needs in the Bootheel and what 
it takes to fulfill them. F irst 
concrete action was taken at 
Poplar Bluff followed by Sikes­ 
ton, which was the scene of a 
regional meeting on the sub­ 
ject. 
We will now await a report 
from 
the commission. 
This, 
however, is a subject in which 
every’ citizen of the Bootheel 
should take more than passing 
interest.

BLOOMFIELD - Farm 
ma­ 
chinery is one of the most ex­ 
pensive things the farm er has 
to worry about, and yet, it is 
neglected in many cases as far 
as preparations for winter is 
concerned. 
Taking the proper 
steps to prep;!re machinery for 
winter will do much to add to the 
life 
of the 
machinery, will 
reduce the machinery repair 
bill, 
and, 
in general, will do 
much 
to 
reduce 
machinery’ 
costs. 
Even machinery such as trac­ 
tors and feed wagons that is to 
be 
used 
during the winter 
should 
Ie 
prepared for cold 
weather operation. Instructions 
for cold weather use 
as out­ 
lined in the operators manual 
that came with each machine 
should be followed carefully. Of 
course, engines will need anti­ 
freeze added to the radiator. 
The 
oil 
should probably 
be 
changed and perhaps a lighter 
■oil should be used during the - 
winter. The air cleaner should 
be 
cleaned and filled 
with 
fresh oil of the proper viscosity 
and the hydraulic system should 
be serviced in accordance with 
recommendations of the manu­ 
facturer. 
If one or 
more 
tractors 
are to be used 
as 
chore tractors, you should use 
a gasoline tractor rather than 
a diesel as 
short periods of 
operation, long periods of idl­ 
ing, 
and low temperatures 
are hard on any tractor, but 
are particularly hard on a diesel 
tractor. 
Machinery that is not to lie 
used during the winter should 
be stored if at all possible. If 
machinery is stored, it will last 
longer, require less repairs, 
operate better, and have 
a 
greater trade-in value. If you 
don't have adequate machinery 
storage, 
perhaps this is one 
investment that you should con­ 
sider. Research indicated that 
machinery storage is a paying 
proposition For example, tests 
conducted at Kansas State Uni­ 
versity indicated 
that storage 
increases the average life 
of 
machinery’ 
by IO per cent and 
decreases 
annual repair bills 
by IO per cent. Also, a survey 
of 
equipment dealers in 
the 
southeastern states shows that 
farm equipment that is 
not 
stored 
reached junk value in 
about one-half the time as com­ 
pared to stored equipment. In 
addition 
to such savings, one 
of 
the most 
important ad­ 
vantages of machinery’storage, 
particularly if 
the storage 
building includes 
a shop, is 
having a place 
to repair and 
adjust machinery 
during the 
winter 
months. This will add 
to the life of the machinery, 
cut down on repair bills, and 
your machinery will be ready 
for work next spring when the 
tim e comes. 
Machinery that will not be used 
until next spring should be p re­ 
pared for winter whether 
the 
machinery is to be stored or 
left outside. 
The exterior of 
all equipment should be cleaned, 
using gasoline or a 
com­ 
mercial solvent lf necessary. 
In the case of tractors, com­ 
bines, or other engines, 
the 
entire 
air cleaner assembly 
should be cleaned. 
The 
air 
cleaner cup should be cleaned 
and refilled with the proper 
oil as recommended in 
the 
operator's manual for 
daily 
maintenance. The 
crank case 
should be drained, the oil fil­ 
te r serviced, 
and the crank 
case refilled with fresh oil of the 
proper 
grade and viscosity. 
After this has been done, the 
engine should be run several 
minutes 
to lubricate engine 
parts. 
The transmission 
and 
hydraulic system should 
be 
serviced in accordance 
with 
recommendations found in your 
operator's 
manual. 
If 
the 
manual recommends 
draining 
and filling these systems with 
oil, do so as oil is muchcheap- 
3r than gears. 
Drain the fuel 
tank, fuel lines, and carbure­ 
tor on gasoline tractors, 
as 
gasoline tends to form a gum if 
left in the tank for a period 
of three months or longer. Re­ 
move 
each sparkplug, pour 
about two teaspoons of oil into 
each cylinder, 
and turn the 
engine 
over several tim es to 
distribute the oil on the engine 
surfaces. 
It is also a good 
idea to clean and 
re -gap the 
the plugs while you have them 
out of the engine. 
The 
ex­ 
haust pipe and breather pipe 
should be plugged. 
If the en­ 
gine is to be left outside, it 


is suggested that you cover them 
with a tarpaulin. 
Remove the 
battery and store it where it 
will remain cool, but will not 
freeze. 
Equipment other than engines 
should be cleaned and greased 
and 
the 
un-protected parts 
should be covered with a rust 
prohibitor. All belts should be 
loosened on machinery In stor­ 
age, and if the equipment Is to 
be left outside, the belts should 
be removed and stored. 
If these steps are followed in 
preparing your farm machinery 
for 
winter, 
the 
dollars you 
spend on machinery will go far­ 
ther and the returns from the 
use of your equipment will be 
considerably greater.

Voluntary 


BENTON -- Participation in 
the 1966 cotton surplus reduc­ 
tion program will be voluntary 
and growers may take part and 
receive program benefits or 
they may stay out and forego 
price support and other ad­ 
vantages, 
Roy 
Proctor, Jr., 
Chairman, Scott County Agri­ 
cultural Stabilization and Con­ 
servation Committee, said to­ 
day. The new diversion pro­ 
gram will t>e available for the 
1966 upland cotton crop since 
at least two-thirds of the grow­ 
e rs 
voting in the Nov. 23 
referendum approved market­ 
ing quotas for the crop. 
Incorporating several new fea­ 
tures, the cotton program is 
designed to bring about a bet­ 
te r balanced between supply and 
demand, to prevent runaway 
cotton production, to keep cot­ 
ton price competitively on do­ 
mestic and world markets, to ■ 


protect the Income of cotton 
farm ers, to reduce Government 
costs. 
The Chairman explained that a 
farm operator who wants to take 
part in the new cotton program 
will file an application -- early 
in 1966--agreeing to reduce his 
cotton acreage either 12.5 per­ 
cent, 25 percent, or 35 percent 
below his effective farm allot­ 
ment and to divert these acres 
into an approved 
conserving 
use, at the same time main­ 
taining his farm 's normal soil- 
conserving base. 
Special provisions apply in the 
case of farms with small cotton 
allotments; growers on such 
"sm all farm s" sign up and 
qualify for program benefits of 
not more than IO acres or on 
which the projected production 
is not more than 3,600 pounds, 
and on which no acreage is re ­ 
leased. If acreage is actually 
diverted on such small farms, 
additional program benefits are 
available. 
By meeting program provi­ 
sions as outlined in his applica­ 
tion, the farm er will qualify for 
(I) a loan on all his 1966- 
crop upland cotton (at 21 cents 
a pound, Middling I -inch cotton 


support payment (at 9.42 cents 
a pound) on the projected yield 
of his farm 's domestic allot­ 
ment -- or on the planted acre­ 
age if this is less than 90 
percent of the domestic allot­ 
ment, and (3) a diversion pay­ 
ment (at 10.5 cents a pound) 
on the projected yield of the 
diverted acreage. (A farm 's 
domestic allotment is 65 per­ 
cent of the effective allotment.) 
Farm ers will be eligible for 
full program benefits only if 
they divert the acreage for 
which they sign up and meet 
other program provisions. 
On the other hand, a farm 
operator who decides not to par­ 
ticipate in the cotton reduction 
program will have 
several 
options open to him. By not 
participating, the grower be­ 
comes ineligible for a price- 
support loan on his 1966-crop 
upland cotton, as well as for 
the price-support and diversion 
payments which are available 
under the diversion program. 
But he can avoid marketing 
quota penalties on his crop by 
merely planting 
within the 
farm ’s effective allotment. 
Further, if a nonparticipating 
farm operator wishes to pro-

Christmas Trees 
Lead Decorations 
WITH THE OPENING of Christmas season, one 
may find various decorations on display', remind­ 
ing him of the celebration of C hrist’s birthday. 
The main decoration that reminds one of Christ­ 
mas is the symbolic Christmas tree. It is not 
known when and where the custom of the Christ­ 
mas tree began, but various legends are told 
about its origin.

INVESTIGATION—OR PILLORY? 
There is no question that Congress has a right 
to call before it the Federal Reserve Board to 
explain its controversial decision raising the na­ 
tion’s basic interest rate from 4 to 4 1/2 per 
cent. That decision will have a far-reaching 
impact upon the economy, and the Senate-House 
economic committee has a duty to keep itself 
and help keep the country informed as to why it 
was made. 
Should the investigation trigger a public de­ 
bate on the m erits of the “ new economics*1— 
which produced a 1.8 per cent rise in the cost 
of living last year—we all might benefit. 
The American people need, we think, greater 
understanding of the latent dangers as well as 
the highly publicized advantages of a policy of 
annually goosing the economy with a whopping 
deficit. 
But the wording of the invitation to the Board 
and Chairman William McChesney Martin in­ 
dicates this is not at all what Committee Chair­ 
man Wright Patman has in mind. 
Mr. Martin will be called first, he said, to 
“ find out who is in charge in this country’* and 
to determine if the board thinks it has a right 
to “ defy** the President. 
If what Wright Patman has in mind is pil— 
loring and discrediting the board and Mr. 
Martin—whose resignation he has often de­ 
manded—then his investigation and hearings 
will be a net loss to the country. 
The independence of the Federal Reserve and 
Mr. Martin, and the latter’s courage in doing 
his duty despite tremendous pressure, are na­ 
tional assets. 
Mr. Johnson and his loyal hands up on the 
Hill already have absolute control over the 
budget. Should they dominate also the Reserve 
Board, and the monetary policy of the United 
States, we may be sure no economic decision 
r^mpald be made without a careful assessm ent of 
its impact on the political fortunes of the Demo­ 
cratic party. 
This is the kind of concentrated political power 
over the economy which should not rest in any 
individual or party hands, Republican or Demo­ 
cratic.

(a) Nearly everyone in a small city will give 
local retailers a chance to satisfy his needs 
before he looks elsewhere. 
(b) Other things being equal, it is more con­ 
venient and less expensive to buy at home than 
elsewhere. 
(c) The consumer is fully aware that he can 
hold the local retailer accountable for faulty 
goods and unsatisfactory service. He feels 
less confident about his influence in dealing 
with large and distant stores. 
(d) Perhaps most important, the community 
newspaper provides an advertising medium 
which reaches more people at less cost than 
any medium available to metropolitan retail 
advertisers. In the typical situation, it costs 
a metropolitan retailer ten tim es as much to 
contact a potential consumer in an out-lying 
city than it does the local merchant. 
— The local retailer who does not make full 
use of his advantages in advertising and pro­ 
motion sacrifices his own business and the 
vitality of his whole community.

Under a United States supreme court ruling 
Missouri must redistrict so that every legis­ 
lator in both houses of the state general as­ 
sembly represents approximately the same 
number of persons. 
We don’t approve of this ruling but that is 
beside the point. 
The opinion has become the law of the land 
and the chance of getting any relief from 
Congress—permitting the historic one house 
on population and one on area or some other 
basis of selecting legislators—is remote. 
In January Missourians will be given the 


opportunity to vote on the lesser of two evils 
as they work their way out of the dilemma 
the supreme court ruling has created for 
them. 
Some of the less populous counties of Missouri, 
which have had their own representative in 
the legislature, now are going to have to share 
their legislator with other counties. This, of 
course, means that he may not be a resident 
of the county joining forces with another county 
or counties. 
No, we don’t like it. The historic balance 
between urban and r*ral interests has been 
destroyed by a Supreme Court decision to 
legislate a new order. The system that has 
stood the test of time so well both in state 
government and federal government now is being 
denied to the states. But this is beside the point. 
The choice is not whether the house of the 
Missouri legislature will be reapportioned. 
That has been decided. At issue is how its 
membership will be redistricted. 
The choice is whether the job will be done 
by a bipartisan commission representing the 
people or by the federal courts on a slide rule, 
computerized basis. 
Those who favor the former approach—and 
we do—should make up their minds now to 
vote yes on the constitutional amendment to be 
submitted in January. 
This will be according to the plan advocated 
by Gov. Warren E. Hearnes and which finally 
won agreement in the legislature. 
Voting yes will mean that representatives 
can be retained in rural areas. 
Voting no may mean that all representatives 
will be chosen at large with no assurance that 
rural interests will be represented in the state 
legislature at all. If all representative can­ 
didates run at large those with the greatest 
number of votes will win and the ballot will 
be almost as long as an interstate highway to 
St. Louis. 
Obviously candidates from the 
metropolitan areas would be favored to win 
in such an election. 
It is better to have some representation than 
none. And that is the choice unhappily that 
Missourians now have.

There are 
many nations which do not have 
such freedom. Communist na­ 
tions 
would 
not dare per­ 
mit their subjects freedom of 
elections, because they know 
their regime would be voted 
out. There is 
not a single 
nation under communism which 
voted it into power through 
free elections. 
One of the basic freedoms 
which has made America great 
is economic freedom — ex­ 
emplified by the personal en­ 
terprise system. Americans 
are free to own property and 
to achieve the measure of suc- 
entitle them. 
America has been hailed as 
“the land of opportunity” and 
this is the principal reason why 
people all over the world want 
to come to the United States. 
No person is forced to accept 
any job or to live In any partic­ 
ular area. Each may choose his 
own vocation. He may establish 
his own business with the as­ 
surance that if he offers goods 
and services which the public 
wants at a price competitive 
with other businesses,his goods 
or services will be in demand. 
A third great freedom which 
has had tremendous influence 
on our nation throughout U. S. 
history is freedom of religion. 
The vast majority of our people 
are religious by nature. They 
inherited this from their Found­ 


ing 
Fathers, many of whom 
came to the New World to es­ 
cape 
religious persecution. 
They demanded the right to wor­ 
ship God according to the dic­ 
tates of their own conscience, 
and Americans today still de­ 
mand that right. Hie Constitu­ 
tion declares that the Congress 
shall make no law respecting an 
establishment of religion, or 
prohibiting the free exercise 
thereof. The 
wording of this

Another freedom is personal 
freedom. Every individual in 
our nation has freedom of ac­ 
tion so long as he does not 
infringe upon the rights and 
freedoms of someone else. In 
addition, the First Amendment 
to the Constitution guarantees 
Congress shall make no law 
abridging the four freedoms 
of speech, press, assembly, 
or petition. 
We have said that our free­ 
doms are the reasons for our 
greatness as a nation. The trag­ 
ic fact is that these freedoms 
are being threatened by the 
growing tendency tolooktogov- 
erment 
for cradle-to-grave 
security. 
Over the past 30 years, gov­ 
ernment has entered more and 
more areas of our lives. Heavi­ 
er and heavier taxation 
has 
confiscated much of the earn­ 
ings of our most productive 
citizens. Business has lost 


much freedom. 
Agriculture, 
once thought to be a genuine 
bastion of individual freedom, is 
now under strict regimentation 
as bureaucrats tell land owners 
what 
they can plant and how 
much they can sell. 
Serious inroads have been 
made on freedom of speech, 
which has been regarded as one 
of the basic 
rights of the 
American people. Most people 
do not realize the extent of 
government censorship, but it 
has come to light in the direct­ 
ives given to our military lead­ 
ers as to what they can say 
about communism. 
We have given up many of the 
freedoms which were cherished 
by our forefathers.

vinced that the state is the ul­ 
timate in greatness and power, 
the zealous leaders of inter­ 
national 
com munism have 
grasped control over more than 
a billion human beings and one- 
fourth of the earth's surface.

This spirit prompted Patrick

WASHINGTON — To prevent 
another disaster at sea like the 
recent Yarmouth Castle fire, 
the Coast Guard is taking a 
sharper look at the old, for­ 
eign-flag ships which pick up 
passengers in Florida for win­ 
ter cruises in the Caribbean. 
Most of these ships — includ­ 
ing the Yarmouth, Florida, Vi­ 
king Princess, Bahama Star, 
and Adriadne — are creaky, 
old vessels filled with com­ 
bustible 
bulkheads and fur­ 
nishings. 
John Smith, Jr., former pres­ 
ident of the Caribbean Cruise 
lines, has admitted that one 
ship was built in 1914. Though 
it has been remodeled and mod­ 
ernized, this old hulk still oper­ 
ates out of Miami. 
The Coast Guard is also keep­ 
ing a weather eye on a few old 
American ships which are 
loaded with inflammable ma­ 
terial. 
All these American ships meet 
the minimum safety standards 
set by the Coast Guard. How­ 
ever, the Coast Guard has only 
limited authority over ships 
flying the flags of nations that 
have signed the 1948 or 1960 
Safety of Life At Sea Conven­ 
tions. 
They must adhere to 
international standards which 
aren't as strict as American 
standards. 
For example, Mexico was not a 
signatory in 1961 when one of 
its cruise ships, the S. S. Aca­ 
pulco, sought to operate out of 
U. S. ports. The Coast Guard, 
after an inspection, refused to 
certify it, so the first cruise 
in December 1961 was can­ 
celed. 
Mexico promptly signed the 
International 
Convention, 
whereupon the Coast Guard was 
obliged to grant the S. S. Aca­ 
pulco a certificate as a for­ 
eign passenger vessel. 
TRANSFERS TO FOREIGN 
FLAGS 
Most of the cruise ships now 
operating out of Florida are 
foreign - flag vessels and there­ 
fore don't have to comply with 
the stricter American Regula­ 
tions. Built in America, the 
owners registered them under 


Panamanian or Liberian flags 
in order to avoid U. S. safety 
regulations and higher wage 
scales. 
The Coast Guard had received 
many ominous complaints about 
the ill-fated Yarmouth Castle 
before she finally burst into 
flames and went down in the 
Bahamas at a cost of 89 lives. 
Here's what the record shows. 
In 1964, the Coast Guard tem­ 
porarily revoked the Yarmouth 
Castle's certificate, thus pro­ 
hibiting her from picking up 
passengers in U. S, ports, be­ 
cause the crew wasn't proper­ 
ly trained for fire and life boat 
drills. 
The ship ran out of water, 
ran short of fuel, and operated 
15 hours behind schedule on 
each of four sailings for Carib­ 
bean cruise lines. 
Passengers repeatedly com­ 
plained about conditions on 
board the Yarmouth Castle, in­ 
cluding the fact that the roof 
leaked when it rained, dumping 
water into the main lounge. 
Late in 1964, the machinery 
finally broke down, and 
the 
ship was laid up several weeks 
for repairs. 
Hiis led California congress­ 
man William Mailliard, rank­ 
ing Republican on the House 
Merchant Marine Committee, 
to comment last August; “ Hie 
Yarmouth Castle is certainly 
a 
shining example of a ship 
that was not in proper condi­ 
tion to engage in cruise trade.” 
This was less than two months 
before the tragic fire at sea. 
Actually, most foreign - flag 
ships which call at u. S. ports 
don't meet the 190 different 
safety standards agreed upon 
under the 1960 Safety of Life 
at Sea Convention.

San Francisco: - This mas­ 
sive union convention of the na­ 
tion's 980 most powerful labor 
leaders is not exactly being held

— but the arena's symbolism 
as the spot on which Barry 
Goldwater was nominated is 
not lost on the big AFL-CIO 
conclave. 
Sliarp examination of the long 
public and confidential reports 
and private conversations re­ 
veals thatlaoor's political brain 
trust does not believe that either 
the Republican party or Barry 
Goldwater are politically dead. 
There is, in fact, considerable 
concern amongst the strategists 
in the huge Civic Auditorium 
biennial Constitutional Conven­ 
tion 
over 
the “increasing 
chances” of the Republicans — 
Including Goldwaterites—taking 
control oi die House of Rep­ 
resentatives in the “66 elec­ 
tion. 
To smash a GOP counter of­ 
fensive, 
labor's 
balloting 
brigade, the Committee 
on 
Political Education (COPE), has 
been conferring here on 
the 
building of a fir-flung campaign 
machine which will reach into 
every “CORE” city in the land. 
It will invoke the modernity of 
the space age by building an 
intricate 
electronic 
data 
processing system in the huge 
population complexes of the in­ 
dustrial cities. And it will reach 
back into the high button gas­ 
light era with a breadbasket 
technique in the shanty towns of 
the South's Negro communities. 
For the '66 election it will 
shift to the cities and 
the 
immediate suburban areas be­ 
cause it believes that “proba­ 
bly the mosi significant political 
development in the past two 
years and the one with the most 
far • reaching significance for 
the future is the reapportion- 
ment of State Legislatures . . . 
In 
political 
terms, 
it 
strengthens the representation 
of trade union members resi­ 
dent in the CORE cities. . . It 
also makes for perhaps 
the 
largest challenge to the political 
organization talents of the labor 
movement in the increased 
suburban strength.” 
In many states this will mean 
the development of COPE city 
election machinery where none 
now exists. 
For the “ monumental task of 
locating, registering and 
in­ 
forming membership resident 
in the suburbs,” COPE plans 
to use a computer technology. 
Its chiefs here are searching 
out the national union leaders 
and requesting “print-outs” of 
electronic tapes listing 
the 
entire national membership. 
If not on special tape, COPE 
wants a duplicate set of punched 
cards giving the union's mem­ 
bership by states. Positive se­ 


curity is promised. The lists 
will be guarded as they are 
used by “each of the 50 state 
COPE organizations.” 
Such electronic data proces­ 
sing campaigning, however, will 
not be of much help in the five 
Southern states which swung to 
Barry Goldwater in '64.Labor's 
strategists say their problem 
there is acute. They admit that 
much COPE literature 
was 
“violently rejected” by union 
members at plant gates and 
that many “union officials lent 
their names to labor commit­ 
tees for Goldwater.” 
To offset this sentiment in 
some Southern sectors, COPE's 
energetic director A1 Barkan 
and his colleague Roy Reuther 
are pushing for heavy Negro 
registration. Of the 6,000,000 
registered 
Negro 
voters 
throughout the land, 703,000 
signed up last year. The push 
now is on to quadruple that. 
As for the Southwest, there 
COPE will push for extension 
of the “coalition of Labor, 
Negroes, Latin - Americans 
and Liberals” which it says has 
been so successful in Tefits. 
This intricate electronic and 
foot-slogging machine is being 
prepared not only to preserve 
the liberal • labor control 
Congress, but also to drive from 
both Houses those who balk the 
A FL-CIO's entire legislative 
program.

They're pushing up the Hill 
for more than swift repeal of 
14-B (the ban on union shops). 
They are maneuvering for a

unions to picket construction 
projects being built by many 
contractors,

Cross Compliance 


BENTON — In response to 
inquiries regarding 
cross - 
compliance under various crop 
acreage programs, the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture has 
recently announced that it in­ 
tends to make no basic changes 
for 1966 in cross - compliance 
features of farm programs. New 
farm programs will be effective 
under the Food and Agriculture 
Act of 1965. 
Roy Proctor, Jr., Chairman, 
Scott County Agricultural Sta- 
Service Committee, today an­ 
nounced how cross-compliance 
will operate under the 1966 
wheat program. 
To be eligible for program 
benefits, wheat producers will 
meet the wheat diversion pro­ 
visions of the program, 
will 
plant within allotments 
for 
other crops — such as cotton, 
tobacco, rice, and peanuts — on 
the participating farm, plant 
within wheat allotments on all 
other farms In which they have 
an Interest in the wheat crop, 
and otherwise meet provisions 
of the wheat program. 
They will not have to stay with­ 
in their feed grain base acre­ 
age unless wheat is being sub­ 
stituted for feed grains, 
in 
which case they will participate 
in both wheat and feed grain 
programs 
on the participating 
farm and stay within the wheat 
acreage allotments and feed 
grain base acreages on 
any 
other farms in which 
they 
have an interest in the crop. 
A wheat farmer who partici­ 
pates in the newly authorized 
cropland adjustment program 
will need to keep within any 
crop acreage allotment 
or 
permitted acreage on that farm 
or any other farm in which he 
has an 
interest, 
and he will 
maintain in conserving use the 
normal conserving acreage plus 
that diverted under the cropland 
adjustment and other programs.

Bootheel Beat 
GreenhouseCrops 
May Ease Pinch

With Southeast Missouri's an­ 
nual revenue from cotton ex­ 
pected to decline sharply next 
year and quite possibly in the 
years ahead due to the cutbacks 
in production called for in the 
federal farm program, interest 
is directed to new crops that 
might fill the gap. 
First, it appears that 
the 
Bootheel's dream of taking up 
the slack with sugar beets is 
years away — mainly because 
the region cannot acquire a fed­ 
eral acreage quota, which would 
support a refining plant in the 
region. It seems that the Uni­ 
ted States has to take care of 
several foreign countries by 
providing them with a market 
for their sugar. 
If part of their quota were taken 
away from them and given to 
American farmers like those in 
the 
Missouri Bootheel, that 
would induce poverty in those 
countries and that would be bad. 
You figure It out, I can't. Any­ 
way, while it has been proved 
that sugar beets of excellent 
refining quality can be grown 
as a profitable crop in the Boot­ 
heel, term ers, here are not 
permitted to do it. No quota, 
so forget sugar beets. 
So what else is new? Well, 
for one thing there is 
Tom 
Madden who operates 
a farm 
northeast 
of Kennett. While 
he plants the usual run of crops 
his claim to fame is his side­ 
line of cotton geese, from 25,- 
000 to 30,000 which he leases 
and sells to farmers in small 
.flocks for use in weeding cot-, 
ton. 
Everybody in the Bootheel 
knows that geese are excellent 
for controlling weeds, includ­ 
ing Johnson grass, in cotton. 
They seem to relish everything 
but the young cotton plants. 
Where 
Madden acquired his 
fame was in springing 
this 
farm project on network tele­ 
vision panel shows, one of which 
was "What’s My Line?" viewed 
by millions. Everywhere except 
in cotton country people don't 
know 
about using geese 
as 
cotton hoe hands, so it is in­ 
teresting to them. 
That, however, isn't the point 
in this report. Madden is now 
trying out something new. That 
is raising tomatoes and lettuce 
in a greenhouse. 
In September he constructed a 
35 x 180 ft. greenhouse with 
the framework covered with a 
double layer of clear plastic, 
about car seat cover weight. 
TTiis took the place of glass. 
The two layers have a dead 
airspace between which pro­ 
vides the required insulation 
for controlling the temperature 
in the building. The plastic 
covering has considerable hail 
resistance but the outside lay­ 
er must be replaced each year. 
Tlie material isn’t expensive, 
so no large problem is involved. 
The 
house 
has three elec­ 
trically powered and gas fired 
units for controlling the tem­ 
perature 
and humidity auto­ 
matically. 
It covers one- 
seventh of an acre and the soil 
must 
be scientifically 
fer­ 
tilized and insecticides used as 
needed. 
Madden has 
3,000 tomato 
plants growing in the building 
and already is picking ripe fruit 
from them. Full grown, 
they 
will reach a height of around 
20 feet, he said, held up on 
strings attached to an over­ 
head framework. He also said 
that production is expected to 
run from 10 to 25 pounds of 
tomatoes per vine, and mul­ 
tiplying that 
by 3000 vines, 
the production is expected to 
run from 30,000 
to 75,000 
pounds per crop. 
Now hold the phone a minute 
right here. I checked with my 
food market operator this week 
about the price of tomatoes. 
He said the current wholesale 
price of a good grade of to­ 
mato is 35 cents a pound. Thus 


Madden's tomato project could 
produce a gross of from $10,-. 
500 to $26,500 per crop. 
He 
says you can get two crops r. 
tomatoes plus three crops 
of 
lettuce per year from his type 
of greenhouse and automated 
operation. 
He expects to package the 
produce under his own brand 
name and try to 
market 
it 
through food markets in the 
region, so one of these days 
we Bootheelers may be making 
our salads with Madden's De­ 
licious Tomatoes and Madden's 
Crisp Lettuce. 


A very progressive step has 
been taken in the Bootheel on 
the matter of establishing one 
or more junior colleges in the 
region. The current movement 
is now in the hands of school 
administrators in counties in­ 
terested in the project. 
This column, as well as other 
<*$4tt*ens, has for many months, 
orr occasion, viewed with alarm 
the lack of higher education 
facilities in the Bootheel, es­ 
pecially of a vocational 
type 
to train high school graduates, 
who cannot or who do not wish 
*to go on to the regular es-. 
tablished colleges and univer­ 
sities offering academic sub­ 
jects. This sizeable number of 
youngsters are principally in­ 
terested in learning a voca­ 
tion so they can acquire well 
paying employment. Many are 
not liberal arts material. 
It is now possible to establish 
junior colleges, which offer a 
number of such vocational sub­ 
jects 
as well as 
academic. 
There is considerable state and 
federal aid for such schools, 
which would lower the cost to 
the students and also the prop­ 
erty owners 
who would 
be 
required to establish and main­ 
tain the schools with a tax levy, 
much like high school districts 
are partly supported. This is 
provided for in the Missouri 
Junior College Act, passed sev­ 
eral years ago and under which 
several 
junior colleges have 
been established in the state. 
Currently, a commission made 
up of high school superinten­ 
dents from around eight to nine 
counties is to work with the 
state agency dealing with junior 
colleges to find out the real 
needs in the Bootheel and what 
it takes to fulfill them. First 
concrete action was taken at 
Poplar Bluff followed bySikes- 
ton, which was the scene of a 
regional meeting on the sul>- 
ject. 
We will now await a report 
from 
the commission. 
This, 
however, is a subject in which 
every citizen of the Bootheel 
should take more than passing 
interest. 
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BLOOMFIELD - Farm 
ma­ 
chinery is one of the most ex­ 
pensive things the farmer has 
to worry about, and yet, it Is 
neglected in many cases as far 
as preparations for winter is 
concerned. 
Taking the proper 
steps to prepare machinery for 
winter will do much to add to the 
life 
of the 
machinery, will 
reduce the machinery repair 
bill, and, in general, will do 
much 
to reduce 
machinery 
costs. 
Even machinery such as trac­ 
tors and feed wagons that is to 
be 
used 
during the winter 
should be prepared for cold 
weather operation. Instructions 
for cold weather use as out­ 
lined in the operators manual 
that came with each machine 
should be followed carefully. Of 
course, engines will need anti­ 
freeze added to the radiator. 
The oil 
should probably be 
changed and perhaps a lighter 
oil should be used during the 
winter. The air cleaner should 
be 
cleaned and filled 
with 
fresh oil of the proper viscosity 
and the hydraulic system should 
be serviced in accordance with 
recommendations of the manu­ 
facturer. 
If one or 
more 
tractors 
are to be used as 
chore tractors, you should use 
a gasoline tractor rather than 
a diesel as short periods of 
operation, long periods of idl­ 
ing, 
and low temperatures 
are hard on any tractor, but 
are particularly hard on a diesel 
tractor. 
Machinery that is not to be 
used during the winter should 
be stored if at all possible. If 
machinery is stored, it will last 
longer, require less repairs, 
operate better, and have 
a 
greater trade-in value. If you 
don't have adequate machinery 
storage, 
perhaps this 1s one 
investment that you should con­ 
sider. Research indicated that 
machinery storage is a paying 
proposition. For example, tests 
conducted at Kansas State Uni­ 
versity indicated that storage 
increases the average life of 
machinery by 10 per cent and 
decreases annual repair bills 
by 10 per cent. Also, a survey 
of 
equipment dealers in the 
southeastern states shows that 
farm equipment that is 
not 
stored 
reached junk value in 
about one-half the time as com­ 
pared to stored equipment. In 
addition to such savings, one 
of 
the most 
important ad­ 
vantages of machinery storage, 
particularly if 
the storage 
building includes 
a shop, is 
having a place to repair and 
adjust machinery 
during the 
winter 
months. This will add 
to the life of the^ machinery, 
cut down on repair bills, and 
your machinery will be ready 
for work next spring when the 
time comes. 
Machinery that will not be used 
until next spring should be pre­ 
pared for winter whether the 
machinery is to be stored or 
left outside. 
The exterior of 
all equipment should be cleaned, 
using gasoline or a 
com* 
mercial solvent If necessary. 
In the case of tractors, com­ 
bines, or other engines, 
the 
entire 
air cleaner assembly 
should be cleaned. 
The air 
cleaner cup should be cleaned 
and refilled with the proper 
oil as recommended in 
the 
operator's manual for 
daily 
maintenance. The crank case 
should be drained, the oil fil­ 
ter serviced, 
and the crank 
case refilled with fresh oil of the 
proper 
grade and viscosity. 
After this has been done, the 
engine should be run several 
minutes 
to lubricate engine 
parts. 
The transmission and 
hydraulic system should 
be 
serviced in accordance 
with 
recommendations found in your 
operator's 
manual. 
If the 
manual recommends draining 
and filling these systems with 
oil, do so as oil is much cheap­ 
er than gears. 
Drain the fuel 
tank, fuel lines, and carbure­ 
tor on gasoline tractors, 
as 
jasoline tends to form a gum if 
left in the tank for a period 
of three months or longer. Re­ 
move 
each sparkplug, pour 
about two teaspoons of oil into 
each cylinder, 
and turn the 
engine over several times to 
distribute the oil on the engine 
surfaces. 
It is also a good 
idea to clean and re-gap the 
the plugs while you have them 
out of the engine. 
The ex­ 
haust pipe and breather pipe 
should be plugged. 
If the en­ 
gine is to be left outside, it 


is suggested that you cover them 
with a tarpaulin. 
Remove the 
battery and store it where it 
will remain cool, but will not 
freeze. 
Equipment other than engines 
should be cleaned and greased 
and 
the un-protected parts 
should be covered with a rust 
prohlblior. All belts should be 
loosened on machinery in stor­ 
age, and if the equipment is to 
be left outside, the belts should 
be removed and stored. 
If these steps are followed in 
preparing your farm machinery 
for winter, the 
dollars you 
spend on machinery will go far­ 
ther and the returns from the 
use of your equipment will be 
considerably greater.

BENTON — Participation In 
the 1966 cotton surplus reduc­ 
tion program will be voluntary 
and growers may take part and 
receive program benefits or 
they may stay out and forego 
price support and other ad­ 
vantages, 
Roy 
Proctor, Jr., 
Chairman, Scott County Agri­ 
cultural Stabilization and Con­ 
servation Committee, said to­ 
day. The new diversion pro­ 
gram will be available for the 
1966 upland cotton crop since 
at least two-thirds of the grow­ 
ers 
voting in the Nov. 23 
referendum approved market­ 
ing quotas for the crop. 
Incorporating several new fea­ 
tures, the cotton program is 
designed to bring about a bet­ 
ter balanced between supply and 
demand, to prevent runaway 
cotton production, to keep cot­ 
ton price competitively on do- 
- mestlc and world markets, to 


protect the Income of cotton 
farmers, to reduce Government 
costs. 
The Chairman explained that a 
farm operator who wants to take 
part in the new cotton program 
will file an application -- early 
in 1966—agreeing to reduce his 
cotton acreage either 12.5 per­ 
cent, 25 percent, or 35 percent 
below his effective farm allot­ 
ment and to divert these acres 
into an approved 
conserving 
use, at the same time main­ 
taining his farm's normal soll- 
conserving base. 
Special provisions apply in the 
case of farms with small cotton 
allotments; growers on such 
"small farms" sign up and 
qualify for program benefits of 
not more than 10 acres or on 
which the projected production 
is not more than 3,600 pounds, 
and on which no acreage is re­ 
leased. If acreage is actually 
diverted on such small farms, 
additional program benefits are 
available. 
By meeting program provi­ 
sions as outlined in his applica­ 
tion, the farmer will qualify for 
(1) a loan on all his 1966- 
crop upland cotton (at 21 cents 
a pound, Middling 1-inch cotton 
-at average location), (2) a price ■ 


support payment (at 9.42 cents 
a pound) on the projected yield 
of his farm's domestic allot­ 
ment — or on the planted acre­ 
age if this is less than 90 
percent of the domestic allot­ 
ment, and (3) a diversion pay­ 
ment (at 10.5 cents a pound) 
on the projected yield of the 
diverted acreage. (A farm's 
domestic allotment is 65 per­ 
cent of the effective allotment.) 
Farmers will be eligible for 
full program benefits only if 
they divert the acreage for 
which they sign up and meet 
other program provisions. 
On the other hand, a farm 
operator who decides not to par­ 
ticipate in the cotton reduction 
program will have 
several 
options open to him. By not 
participating, the grower be­ 
comes ineligible for a price- 
support loan on his 1966-crop 
upland cotton, as well as for 
the price-support and diversion 
payments which are available 
under the diversion program. 
But he can avoid marketing 
quota penalties on his crop by 
merely planting 
within the 
farm’s effective allotment. 
Further, if a nonparticipating 
farm operator wishes to pro- 
- duce cotton and sell it all in 
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the export market, he will have 
an opportunity to apply for a 
share of the export market 
acreage reserve. For 1966,this 
national reserve amounts to 
250,000 acres. A grower re­ 
ceiving export market reserve 
acreage will not be eligible 
•for price support on the cot­ 
ton grown on that particular 
farm or on cotton produced on 
any other farm in which he has 
a substantial or controlling in­ 
terest. 
Thus, a grower who receives 
export market reserve acreage 
will not be subject to marketing 
quota penalties provided he does 
not grow cotton on an acreage 
larger than his farm’s effec­ 
tive allotment plus his export 
market reserve acreage. If he 
exceeds this combined acreage, 
marketing quota penalties would 
apply. If he does not export all 
his cotton production, he will 
be liable for damages.

South have about tied up their 
cotton crop for the season, ac­ 
cording to the Consumer and 
Marketing Service, U. S. 0. A. 
Harvest activity is nearly over. 
In a few sections, some gins are 
operating one day a week to take 
care of the tall end of the crop. 
Farmer selling of equities 
picked up from a week earlier, 
and a sizable volume was sold 
that netted from $3.00 to $3.50 
per bale. Demand on country 
markets eased. Offerings were 
mostly Low Middling and lower 
grades. Buying decreased from 
a week earlier; however, many 
farmers pledged a large partoi 
• heir current ginnings to 
the 
Commodity Credit Corporation 
loan program. 
Spot cotton trading on central 
markets was Airly active. Mer­ 
chants offered a wide range of 
qualities. 
Demand 
was 


strongest for Middling and high­ 
er grades of 1-146 inches and 
longer staples andLow Middling 
Plus and lower grades of 1-1-16 
inch staples. 
Domestic mill buying 
was 
light. Some mills purchased 
Low Middling Pius and lower 
grades from prompt shipment, 
while the majority of mills 
were 
interested 
in Middling 
and lower grades, 1-1-16 inches 
and longer staples, for January 
through June delivery. 
Foreign mill activity 
was 
erratic. Some European mills 
inquired for a small volume of 
medium quality cotton, along 
with some interest from 
Far 
Eastern 
countries; 
but pur­ 
chases were relatively light.

WASHINGTON — James Ed­ 
ward Kennedy, a convicted bank 
robber who escaped from the 
fourth floor of a Cleveland jail 
via a bedsheet rope after saw­ 
ing through steel bars, has been 
added to the FBI’s list of Ten 
Most Wanted Fugitives. 
Kennedy 
and 
four 
fellow 
prisoners fled from the Cuya­ 
hoga county 
jail, Cleveland, 
Ohio, on the night of Nov. 10, 
1964, after sawing through steel 
cell bars with hack saw blades 
smuggled into the jail. Four of 
the escapees were caught within 
one week, but Kennedy remains 
at large. 
At the time of his flight, Ken­ 
nedy, a Federal prisoner, was 
awaiting trail for local armed 
robbery charges, having been 
brought to Cleveland from the 
Federal Penitentiary at Marlon, 
111., where he had been serving 
a 20-year 
sentence for bank 
robbery. 
Kennedy’s criminal record be­ 
gan in 1954 when he was con­ 
victed 
in 
Massachusetts for 
breaking and entering to com­ 
mit larceny and given a short 
jail sentence. 
In 1956, he was arrested 
in 
Ohio for burglary and, 
upon 
conviction, was confined to the 
Ohio State Reformatory 
at 
Mansfield on a 1 - to 15-year 
sentence. He escaped 
in No­ 
vember, 1956, but was arrested 
the following month in Massa­ 
chusetts and returned to con­ 
finement in Ohio. While incar­ 
cerated in Ohio he was con­ 
sidered unruly and a severe dis­ 
ciplinary problem. He was pa­ 
roled in January, 1961, but de­ 
clared a parole violator 
six 
months later when arrested In 
Massachusetts on a charge of 
breaking and entering and lar­ 
ceny. Returned to confinement, 
he was released on parole from 
the Ohio State Penitentiary on 
Oct. 10, 1963. 
Less 
than a month later, on 
Nov. 6, 1963, Kennedy and an 
accomplice, both armed 
and 
wearing 
silk stocking face 
masks, robbed 
a Columbus, 


Ohio, bank. Kennedy was 
ap­ 
prehended by FBI Agents 
the 
following day and, upon convic­ 
tion for bank robbery, was sen­ 
tenced to 20 years’ confine­ 
ment in a Federal penitentiary. 
He remained imprisoned until 
he made his daring escape after 
having been brought to Cleve­ 
land 
to face local prosecution 
for an armed robbery that oc­ 
curred shortly before the Nov. 
6, 1963, bank robbery. 
Kennedy’ is a white American 
who was lx>rn at W orcester, 
Mass., on November 16, 1937. 
He is 5’ 7” tall, weighs 160 
pounds, has a medium build, 
ruddy 
complexion, brown hair 
and brown eyes. He has a scar 
on his right eyelid, one under 
his right eye, another under his 
chin, one on the back of his 
neck and one on the upper part 
of his right arm. Tattooedonthe 
web of his left hand is the word 
*‘LOVE.’# An eagle and the ini­ 
tials “J. E. K.” are tatooed 
on the upper part of his left 
arm . Kennedy reportedly writes 
left-handed. 
He has worked as a laborer, 
construction worker, 
packer, 
railroad worker, machine oper- 
tor, 
clerk, dining room at­ 
tendant, operating room techni­ 
cian and truck driver. He has 
reportedly closely associated 
with homosexuals. 
Known to dress conservatively 
in sport clothes, Kennedy re­ 
portedly frequents 
low class 
bars and night clubs, likes to 
eat at drive-in restaurants and 
is considered a generous tipper. 
Said to boast of his athletic 
prowess, he reportedly 
pai> 
ticlpated in boxing, football and 
baseball while imprisoned and 
bats and throws left-handed. He 
is known as an avid fan 
of 
American Leraie baseball. 
He has participated in a bank 
robbery while heavily arm e^ 
reportedly has 
access 
to a 
variety of firearm s and should 
be considered extremely dan­ 
gerous.

on the ridge-pole of a newly built house for good 
luck. 
When the pagans of Northern Europe became 
Christians, they made their sacred evergreen 
trees part of the Christian festival and decor­ 
ated 
the trees with gilded nuts, candles, and 
apples to stand for the stars, moon, and sun. 
- 
One legend tells how the first Christmas tree 
was miraculously revealed on a Christmas Eve, 
twelve hundred years ago. 
Winfred, an Eng­ 
lishmen who had gone to Germany 
to spread 
the teachings of Jesus, found a group of wor­ 
shipers gathered at the Oak of Geismar about 
to sacrifice little Prince Asulf to the god Thor. 
Winfred stopped the sacrifice and cut down the 
“blood” oak. A s it fell, a young fir tree appeared. 
The m issionary declared that the fir was the tree 
of life, or Christ, and then he told the people 
of Jesus* birth. 
The Christmas tree custom was introduced into 
America at least as early as the time of the 
Revolutionary War, when Hessian soldiers trim ­ 
med a tree. 
To children, the Christmas tree 
stands for 
all the excitem ent and color of the holiday sea­ 
son. The tree is usually trimmed with tinsel 
and lit with brightly colored lights. The family 
gathers around it on Christmas to open their 
gifts. Many American cities and towns have com ­ 
munity Christmas trees which stand in a central 
square.
